President and Family Comfortably Settled 
at ‘Little White House’ for 


Thanksgiving Holidays.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 25 (AP) 
—President ‘Eisenhower, com- 
fortably settled in a cozy new 
“little White House,” put golf 
at the top of his vacation agenda 
today. 

The President flew here from 
Washington yesterday afternoon 
for a Thanksgiving holiday 
through Sunday with his fam- 
‘ily, three grandchildren and all. 

He got in a round of golf at 
the exclusive Augusta National 
Club shortly after he arrived. 
There was no word on his score. 

Up about 7 a.m. today, Eisen- 
hower turned after breakfast to 
study of arrangements for the 
big three conferences with Prime 
Minister Churchill of Great 
Britain and French Premier 
Laniel, to be held in Bermuda, 
Dec. 4-8. 

Then he stepped out into the 
warm sunshine for 18 holes of 
golf. 

On the edge of the course near 
the tenth tee is situated the new 
1%4-story white brick cottage 
built by fellow members of the 
club for the President’s use. 

Called “Mamie’s Cottage” for 
Mrs. Eisenhower, the house ac- 
tually is maich more than a cot- 
tage. 

The lowest figure’ talked 
around Augusta is $40,000, the 
highest $130,000. Some of the 
few folks who have had a chance 


to inspect the place—all beau- 
tifully landscaped—say the big- 
ger figure is far closer to being 
right than the lower. 

On the first floor is a spacious 
living room with a fireplace, 
and two master bedrooms, each 
with an adjoining dressing room 
and bath. 

U are two more large 
bedrooms with baths and dress- 
ing rooms, and another big liv- 
ing room. In the basement is a 
communications headquarters 
which keeps the President in 
constant touch with Washing- 
ton, a completely modern kitch- 
en and quarters for Secret Serv- 
ice agents. 

The place will be used by 
other club members when the 
Chief Executive is not in town. 

On the way to Augusta yes- 
terday for his fourth visit since 
he was elected, the President 
stopped briefly at Fort Benning, 
Ga., to take aboard his daugh- 
ter-in-law, Barbara Eisenhower, 
and his grandchildren—David, 
5, Barbara Anne, 4, and Susan, 2. 

The President’s son John, an 
Army major, remained at Ben- 
ning to have Thanksgiving day 
dinner with his troops tomor- 
row. He commands the first bat- 
talion of the Thirtieth Infantry 
Regiment. 

After the dinner, John plans 
to come to Augusta to spend the 
rest of the weekend.

lanan, and recent bombings of 
the Steamfitters’ Union offices, 
arrested Lawrence Callanan and

Tells of Warning on White. 


(Speaking before packed gal- 
leries in Parliament, the Asseci- 
ated Press reported, Pearson 
said FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver was informed confidentially 
in the winter of 1945-46 that 
White, then Assistant Treasury 
Secretary in Washington, might 
be a Russian spy. This was at 
the time the United States Sen- 
ate was considering White's ap- 
pointment as United States di- 
rector of the International 
Monetary Fund. 

(Pearson said it was no high- 
ly placed Canadian official who 
gave the tip to the FBI but an 
official of a friendly embassy of 
another country represented in 
Ottawa. The person was not 
further identified in the A.P. 
dispatch.) 

Gouzenko has been _inter- 
viewed a number of times by 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, the note said. The last 
such interview was in 1950. 

In addition, in May 1949, rep- 
resentatives of the immigration 
subcommittee of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee examined 
Gouzenko under Canadian aus- 
pices. 

Gouzenko already has been 
quoted as saying he would not 
want to go to the United States 
to face questioning for fear of 
revealing his identity.

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RED CHINA “HOLDS 
RUSSIA AS THREAT 
OVER OUR HEADS,’ 
SAYS ENVOY DEAN 


Will Arrange It if He Is Charges Chinese Want 


to Rig Truce Parley 
and Insists Soviet At- 
tend as Full Partici- 
pant. 


PANMUNJOM, Nov. 25 (AP) 
-rUnited States envoy Arthur 
Dean said today “some method 
must be worked out” to assure 
the attendance of Soviet Russia 
as a full participant at a Korean 
peace conference. 

The Reds want Russia to at- 
tend as a neutral. Dean charged 
this would mean the Soviet Un- 
ion would not be bound by con- 
ference decisions. 

He said Chinese and North 
Korean negotiators working on 
plans for the peace conference 
are holding Russia “as a threat 
over our heads.” 

Allied and Communist diplo- 
mats met for three hours and 45 
minutes, the longest continuous 
session since the preliminary 
talks opened Oct. 26. They will 
meet again Friday after a 
Thanksgiving day recess. 


South Korea Assails India. 


The South Korean govern- 
ment, meanwhile, stepped up its 
attacks on Indian neutrality and 
issued a statement declaring In- 
dia never would be allowed to 
attend the peace conference ex- 
cept as a supporter “of the Com- 
munist cause.” 

Government spokesman Karl 
Hong Kee accused India of un- 
neutral acts and added: 

“Unless India is restrained 
from further unneutral acts, this 
nation will have to consult its 
interests and take action that 
appears to be appropriate.” 

The Communists want India. 
as well as Russia, to sit in the 
conference as neutrals. 

‘The United Press said Karl 
criticized Indian Premier Nehru 
for his stand that prisoners not 
repatriated by Jan. 22 cannot 
be released and also criticized 
Mme.. Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, 
Nehru’s sister, for her refusal 
to accept at face value the evi- 
dence of Communist atrocities 
recently presented to the U.N.

Interview Still Stalled. 


Explanations to war prisoners 
who have refused to go home 
remained stalled and there was 
no indication that the interviews 
would be renewed. 

Dean read two long statements 
at today’s session of the group 
trying to arrange peace talks. 
He ridiculed the Communist po- 
s¥ion that Russia is a neutral. 

“Why are you afraid to have 
the U.S.S.R. at the political con- 
ference as a full participant?” 
he asked. 

“Is the real reason ... be- 
cause: (a) the U.S.S.R. does not 
wish to be bound by the agree- 
ment reached at the political 
conference, and (b) you wish to 
use as a threat at the confer- 
ence the possible non-agreement 
of the U.S.S.R. or its non-com- 
pliance with the agreements 
reached?” 

The Chinese delegate, Huang 
Hua, replied with what Dean 
called “a bitter denunciation.” 


Huang Hua told Dean that the, 


United States started the Ko- 
rean war; that Russia had striven 
in the United Nations “for 
years” for a peaceful settlement. 

“You have attempted to 
negate the neutrality of the 
Soviet Union,” the Chinese told 
Dean. “Are you at war with the 
Soviet Union?” 


Explains Idological Conflict. 

Dean replied that Russia “‘is 
not and cannot be a neutral na- 
tion. As to the role of true neu- 
trals at the (peace) conference 
we are willing to exchange 
views. That does not and it will 
not include the U.S.S.R.” | 

Dean continued: 

“We are continuously and 
constantly in a state of warfare 
against everything for which the 
U.S.S.R. stands, 

“The entire world knows we 
stand for the complete freedom 
and dignity of man as a creature 
of God. The U.S.S.R. stands for 
the supremacy of the state and 
believes the individual unim- 
portant except in so far as he 
can be used by the state. That, 
we can never accept. 

“Communists, directed by the 
U.S.S.R., are continuously and 
constantly trying to unndermine 
and overthrow our government 
in an undeclared war but they 
shall not succeed.”

The Allies expressed “surprise” 
that Russia had not been willing 
to resume Austrian discussions 
after the three powers had with- 
drawn their proposed short draft 
treaty on Aug. 17.

PLOESER TELL’ 
OF COUNTY BONDS 
FECT ON TAKE 


He Says Levy Would Be 
Increased Average of 
Only $4.52 on $2000 
Valuation. 


Approval of the proposed $44,- 
732,500 county bond issie for 
public improvements would re- 
sult in an average tax increase 
of $4.52 a year on a typical $2000 
assessed valuation, Walter C. 
Ploescr, chairman of the Citi- 
zens’ Bond Issue Committee of 
St. Louis County, predicted last 
night. 

He addressed a meeting of the 
Olivette Citizens’ Association at 
Central School, Price and Old 
Bonhomme roads, Olivette. Mem- 
bers of the association voted 
unanimously to indorse the bond 
issue proposal, which will be 
submitted to voters at a special 
election next Feb. 9. 


Ploeser said his estimate of 
the tax increase was based on 
the expectation that all bonds 
in the series will be retired in 
26 years. Anticipated interest 
rate is 2% per cent, but this 
figure “‘may be much too high,” 
he added. 

Average Tax Increase. 

The average tax rate increase 
during the 26-year period would 
be an estimated 22.6 cents, Ploes- 
er later explained to the Post- 
Dispatch. The increase would 
range from 3 cents on each $100 
of valuation in the first year to 
a high of 34.9 cents in 1960 when 
the entire issue would be out- 
|standing. It would decline to 
_seven mills in the twenty-fifth 
year, or 1979. 
| The increase was predicated 
on a predicted growth of assess- 
able property in the county at 
a rate of $33,000,000 a year for 
a 10-year period beginning next 
year, he added. This figure was 
the average for the 10-year peri- 
od from 1940 to 1950, he said. 
If the growth levels off in the 
tenth year, as predicted, the 
total assessed valuation at that 
time would be $830,000,000. It 
is now about $500,000,000, he 
said.

DOWD SEEKS NEW 
HEARING ON MOVE 
FOR UNION BOOKS 


Suggests Supreme Court 
‘Overlooked Certain 
Matters’ in Ruling 
Against Subpenas.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 25— 
Circuit Attorney Edward L., 
Dowd of St. Louis asked the 
Missouri Supreme Court yester- 
day to grant a rehearing of a 
case in which it ruled he had no 
power to use subpenas to bring 
records of Steamfitters Local 
562 before him for inspection. 


The court, under its usual pro- 
cedure, probably will pass on 
the rehearing motion at its next 
scheduled conference on opin- 
ions and motions, on Dec, 14. 

In a decision last Nov. 9 the 
Supreme Court-en banc, in rath- 
er sharp language, held the cir- 
cuit attorney, aside from obtain- 
ing such records for ’ grand 
jury investigation, had “no per- 
sonal or official power to cause 
subpenas to be issued, to have 
witnesses or documents brought 
in before him for his purely 
personal examination.” 

Dowd last February caused 
the subpenas to be issued by 
Circuit Judge Michael Scott, to 
require production of the books 
and records of the labor union. 
This was in connection with in- 
vestigation of a bombing of the 
office of Local 562, of which 
Lawrence L. Callanan, ex-con- 
vict, is boss. 

A St. Louis grand jury was 
investigating the bombing, but 
was not actually in session at 
the time the records were to be 
produced under the Dowd sub- 
penas it was said. 

Dowd, in the motion filed with 
the Supreme Court, urged the 
granting of another hearing, and

OOD evening, fellow Americans. Last Monday night a former 
(Presiden of the United States while attempting to explain 

away his promotion of Harry Dexter White a known Com- 
munist spy, made a completely untruthful attack upon me. To- 
night I shall spend but very little time on Harry Truman. As 
an individual, he is of no more importance than any other in- 
dividual who has been repudiated by an overwhelming vote of 


the American people. 
insofar as it is embraced by the 


The other night, Truman de- 
fined what he calls “McCarthy- 
ism.” The definition was iden- 
tical, word for word, comma for 
comma, with the definition 
adopted by the Communist Daily 
Worker which originated the 
term. Yesterday, the National 
Committee of the Communist 
party issued a statement con- 
demning Attorney General 
Brownell and lauding Truman 
for his attack upon “McCarthy- 
ism.” This statement was signed 
by William Z. Foster, national 
chairman of the Communist 
party, Elizabeth Gurley Flynn 
and Pettis Perry—all three of 
whom have been indicted for

. White had not been fired, Tru- 
‘Man answered, “White was fired 
by resignation.”

Statement. No. 4—Next Tru- 
man was then confronted with 
the letter over his own signature 
commending this Communist spy 
in the most glowing terms: Let 
me quote one sentence from that 
letter: “I am confident that in 
‘your new position you will add 
distinction to your already dis- 
tinguished career.” 

Quotes FBI Chief. 

Statement No. 5 — .Truman 
finally came up with the excuse 
that while he had read the FBI 
report which branded White as 
a spy, he kept White on and 
promoted him to a higher job 
to help the FBI in its investiga- 
tion of the spy ring. As to this, 
J. Edgar Hoover, on page 136 
of the hearings says: 

“At no time was the FBI a 
party to an agreement to pro- 
mote Harry Dexter White and 
at no time did the FBI give 
its approval to such an agree- 
ment. Such an agreement on 
the part of the FBI would be 
inconceivable.” 

Statement No. 6 — In his 
speech Truman said, “The At- 
torney General ... in saying 
Harry Dexter White was known 
to be a Communist spy by the 
very people who appointed him, 
lied to the American people.” 
To determine whether Truman 
or “Brownell was lying, let us 
again quote Hoover's testimony: 
- “From Nov, 8, 1945, until 
- July 24, 1946, seven communi- 
. cations’ went to the White 
“House bearing on espionage 
“ activities, wherein Harry Dex- 
ter White’s name was specific- 
ally mentioned. . .. In the 28- 
‘page summary concerning 
‘White, dated Feb. 1, 1946, de- 
“livered to Gen. Vaughan on 
Feb. 4, 1946, the information 
contained therein came from 
a total of 30 sources, the re- 
-liability of which had pre- 
‘viously been established.” 
* Thus in statement No. 6 Tru- 
man calls Brownell a liar for 
having stated that he, Truman, 
khew. White as a. spy, even 
Truman admitted receiv- 
the report from Hoover 
gave 30 different sources 
g@ that White was a spy. 
having been caught six

‘The Heart of This Matter.’ 

Now let us get down to the 
Heart of this matter. There is 
no reason on earth why this 
fight to expose and remove 
Communists and traitors from 
positions of power should be a

great political parties. Certainly 
the millions of loyal American 
Democrats love America and de- 
spise Communist spies and sabo- 
teurs just as much as the aver- 
age Republican. Certainly there 
is no division along party lines 
among the mothers and fathers 
and wives of the 140,000 Korean 
casualties whose miseries have 
come to them from the trickeries 
and betrayals of an administra- 
tion whose foreign policy wes 
so carefully shaped by the Alger 
Hisses, the Harry Dexter Whites, 
the Owen Lattimores, the Dean 
Achesons, the John Carter Vin- 
cents. 

We should keep in mind that 
a. of tonight we are engaged in a 
war which was declared against 
us 105 years ago—declared: by 
Karl Marx, redeclared in 1914 by 
Lenin, repeatedly reaffirmed by 
Joseph Stalin, and approved two 
and a half weeks ago by high 
officials of the Kremlin. It is 
the Communist war against free 
men. The issue was not created 
by McCarthy. It was with us 
long before I came to Washing- 
ton. It will be with us until our 
civilization either wins this war 
or is destroyed. 

We should bear in mind that 
when that first Communist dec- 
laration of war was made 105 
years ago, you could number the 
active Communist leaders on the 
fingers of both hands. At the 
time Truman took over the pres- 
idency of this nation, the num- 
ber of people under Communist 
domination was 180,000,000. Dur- 
ing his term as President, the 
figure increased from 180,000,- 
000 to 800,000,000 people. This 
represents the: greatest victory 
of any brutalitarian dictatorship 
since time ‘first commenced to 
run. Why? Is it because Com- 
munist slavery is.more_ attrac- 
tive then the clean fresh air of 
ey ee Certainly not. Does 
the furhan race welcome chains? 
Certainly not. Then why? 

Infiltration of Government. 


The pattern of Communist 
conquest has been the same in 
every country over which the 
stygian blackness of Communist 
night has descended. Always 
first the infiltration of key posts 
in government by Communist 
traitors and then the creeping 
paralysis of fear to speak out 
and expose the traitors. This 
fear in each country which was 
taken over has been engendered 
and nurtured not only by Com- 
munists, bu. also by the phony, 
deluded, fuzzy-minded and egg- 
headed “liberals” in whose book 
it is a mortal sin ever to expose 
or criticize a Communist. Of 
course, it is perfectly proper for 
the Communist to scream fies 
and vituperation at anyone who 
hurts the Communist cause. Thus 
the picture has been in Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Rumania, and ev- 
ery other nation taken over by 
the black death of Communism. 
Thus it is in our country today. 

In all of the publicity over 
the part played by Truman in 
the White case, I fear we are 
forgetting the other equally im- 
portant individuals who were 
also named in the FBI reports 
on White. For example, Harold 
Glasser according to the sworn 
testimony was described in the 
FBI reports as an active mem- 
ber of a Communist spy ring. 
He also continued high in gov- 
ernment despite the warning. 
In March and April of 1947, at 
the special request of the State 
Department, he attended the 
Moscow meeting of the council 
of foreign ministers as an ad- 
viser to the Secretary of State. 
On Dec. 23, 1947, Secretary of 
State Acheson recommended 
Glasser for another job in the 
most glowing terms. I have here 
a photostat of the letter. It is 
too lengthy to read. In this let- 
ter Acheson tells how closely he 
and Glasser worked together and 
refers to him, I quote: “As a 
good working companion.” 

I have in my hand also a 
photostat of a Jetter dated Dec. 
26, 1947, signed by Secretary of 
the Treasury John Snydern who 
was one of Truman’s closest 
personal friends, as well as his 
appointee to that position. He 
recommended Glasser for an 
important job despite FBI re- 
ports describing Glasser as a 
member of a Communist spy 
ring. In his letter Snyder says, 
and I quote two lines from his 
letter: “He has held very re- 
sponsible positions in the Treas- 
ury and. has also been assigned 
to important overseas missions. 
We have relied heavily on his 
judgment and his recommenda- 
tions and I regret that his deci- 
sion to leave the government 
service is depriving us of him.” 
Again quoting from. Snyder’s 
letter: “Glasser, has no hidden 
facets to his personal qualities.” 

Others In FBI Report. 


As for others included in the 
FBI report, there was Silver- 
master, named as the head of 
the ring; Ullman and Kaplan 
named in the FBI reports as his 
aids—what happened to them? 
Kept on and promoted—given 
access to secret material. And 
Donald Hiss? He is the law part- 
ner of Dean Acheson.

man intervened in behalf of a 
Communist agent was the case 
of George Shaw Wheeler. On 
April 13, 1950, Wheeler, who 

been working for the United 
States Government in Europe, 
deserted to the Communist cause 
denouncing the “Gestapo me- 
thods” of the United States and 
stating that he was going to 
stand “proudly with the Soviet 
regime.” Wheeler then disap- 
peared behind the Iron Curtain. 
As early as 1944 the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission loyalty board 
had found Wheeler unfit for 
government service because of 
his membership in the Commu- 
nist party. The record is replete 
with evidence of espionage on 


his part. On Oct. 4, 1944 the then 


Senator Harry Truman, who was 
a candidate for the vice presi- 
dency on the Democratic ticket, 
wrote a three page letter to the 
civil service commission de- 
nouncing the commission in the 
strongest language for the pro- 
cedure they followed in order- 
ing the dismissal of Wheeler. In 
October of 1945, after Harry 
Truman became president, the 
Civil Service Commission re- 
versed itself and ordered 
Wheeler reinstated. 


There, my friends, you have 
some small portion of the sordid 
picture. Nothing accidental about 
that picture either. It is a de- 
liberate pattern of Communist 
infiltration. 

Impossible, you say? Yes. Un- 
believable? Yes. But there you 


have it. It is all a matter of cold |- 


record, The most amazing and 
disturbing thing about this in- 
credibly unbelievable picture is 
that as the danger to this nation 
is slowly and ldboriously ex- 
posed, instead of ‘an admission 
of guilt of stupidity, Democrats 
from coast to coast join the 
chorus of the Communist Daily 
Worker and shout, “Oh, isn’t this 
McCarthyism an awful thing?” 

How many American young 
men have died and how many 
will die because of this stupidity, 
blindness and treason no one 
will ever know. But what an- 
swer do we get when it is ex- 
posed? The leader of the Demo- 
crat Party — Harry Truman — in 
the most intemperate language 
condemns the Attorney General 
for giving the American people 
the facts. He then proceeds to 
damn McCarthy, drawing heavily 
upon his repertoire of dirty 
names because I took some part 
in the exposure of the Commu- 
nist infiltration of his Adminis- 
tration. 


Refers to Hearings. 

I would not be concerned 
about what a defeated and dis- 
credited politician has to say, 
except that his leadership — if 
you can call it that-— on the 
Communist issue is being fol- 
lowed by so many Democrats. 
For that reason I would like to 
briefly run over the work that 
our committee has been doing. 
This smay furnish a key to the 
bitterness of the Truman Demo- 
crats toward my work, which 
they prefer to call McCarthyism. 

Now for a glance at a few ex- 
cerpts from the testimony before 
our committee. On Nov. 19, 1953, 
we were investigating Commu- 
nist infiltration and potential 
espionage and sabotage in the 
huge General Electric plants in 
Schenectady, N.Y., and Lynn, 
Mass. Defense officials had pre- 
viously admitted very freely 
that if enemy agents could sab- 
otage the G.E. facilities, it would 
deal a crippling blow if not a 
death blow to our defense at- 
tempts. So listen now to one of 
the witnesses working in one of 
those defense plants. His name 
is Henry Archdeacon. 

The first question: Were you 
engaged in espionage over the 
past few weeks? 

Answer: I decline to answer 
that question on the basis of the 
Fifth Amendment — that is, it 


‘might tend to incriminate me. 


Chairman: As a matter of fact, 
you have been giving to the 
Commun:st party complete de- 
tailed information on everythin 
going on in the G.E. plants? 

Answer: I decline to answer 
on the basis of the Fifth Amend- 
ment — that is, it might tend 
to incriminate me. 

Chairman: Just one further 
question. If we were to have 
war with Communist Russia, and 
if the Communist party ordered 
you to sabotage the facilities at 
G.E., would you disobey that 
order of the Communist party? 

Answer: I decline to answer 
that question on the basis of the 
Fifth Amendment. 

Another Balky Witness. 

Another witness, Donald Mor- 
rill, was called the same morn- 
ing—less than a week ago. Again 
the same questions as to whether 
he would sabotage our defense 
installations for the Communists 
—again the same refusal to an-

swer on the grounds 
crimination. Only this morning 


—less than 12 hours ago—a wit- 
ness, Joseph Levitsky, appeared 
before our committee. vitsky 


had until very recently been 
working in the tel-communica- 
tions laboratory which was han- 
dling secret radar work dealing 
with the defense of this nation. 
He refused, under the Fifth 
Amendment—on the grounds of 
self-incrimination—to tell wheth- 
er during the last 30 days he had 
engaged in a conspiracy to com- 
mit espionage, and whether dur- 
ing July of this year he had been 
attempting to recruit espionage 
agents. 

Let us shift quickly to another 
branch of the Government. A 
few months ago, we were inves- 
tigating espionage in the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office which 
handles secret material for ev- 
ery department of government, 
including Army, Navy, Air Corps, 
Atomic Energy, Secret Service, 
etc. One of the witnesses before 
our committee was Edward 
Rothschild. Tue FBI had. given 
the old Truman Administration 
detailed reports upon him and 
his wife. The FBI had made 
available witnesses who would 
testify that both Rothschild and 
his wife were Communists, that 
she was an important officer in 
the Communist party, that Com- 
munist meetings were held at 
their home, and that he had been 
engaged in stealing gevernment 
secrets, including secret codes 
from the printing office. He 
was before our committee on 
Aug. 10 of this year. Let me 
quote a few questions and an- 
swefs. 

Questions and Answers. 

Question: Is it a fact that you 
have access to secret and confi- 
dential material? 

Answer: Yes. 

Question: Up until today? 
Answer: Up until this moment. 
Question: Are you a member 

of the Cammunist party as of 
this moment? , . 

Answer: Under the Fifth 
Amendment, I decline to answer. 

Question: Did you ever steal 
a secret code from the Govern- 
ment Printing Office? 

Again a refusal to answer un- 
der the Fifth Amendment. 

Question: Were you engaged 
in espionage against the United 
States on Aug. 9 of this year? 

Again a refusal to answer un- 
der the Fifth Amendment, on 
the ground of self incrimination. 

Well, to get rid of a Com- 
munist handling secret material 
is, of course, important. But it 
is even more important to dis- 
cover how he got there and who 
kept him in his job. In this con- 
nection we had before us the 
secretary and the acting chair- 
man of the loyalty board. 


Loyalty Board Questioned. 


Let me quote briefly from 
their testimony. This testimony 
gives perhaps as clearly as any 
the reason why the Truman 
Democrat Administration was 
crawling with Communists. The 
secretary of the loyalty board 
was asked the question why they 
did not call the witnesses whom 
the FBI could furnish — wit- 
nesses who were available to 
testify under oath that this man 
handling secret material was a 
Communist and was stealing se- 
crets. The answer was that it 
was “not their practice to do 
so.” sd 
Then I asked the secretary of 
the loyalty board this question: 
“Is it true that in the Rothschild 
hearing,you only called  wit- 
nesses who were suggested by 
Rothschil*? Is it the usual prac- 
tice to hear only the witnesses 
whom the accused wants you to 
hear” 

Answer: “That has been the 
practice.” 

Chairman: “Let me ask you 
this. Does your board operate 
under the general rule that mere 
membership in the Communist 
party is not sufficient to bar a 
worker?” 

Answer: “That is true, and 
Seth Richardson gave us the 
philosophy behind that. He was 
our guide.” 

Keep in mind that Seth Rich- 
ardson was the top man — the 
final word—on Truman's loyalty 
board. As you hear this order 
that a man should not be barred 
from handling government se- 
crets merely because he was a 
Communist, listen to this pledge 
that all Communists are required 
oe take in applying for member- 
ship: 

“The undersigned declares 

his adherence to the program 
and statutes of the Communist 
International and the Com- 
munist party of the U. S. A. 
and agrees to submit to the 
discipline of the party and to 
engage actively in its work.” 

Another indication of how the 
Truman Democrat Administra« 
tion felt about Communism is in- 
dicated in the statement by the 
then acting head of the Bureau 
of the Budget, who was appoint- 
by Mr. Truman. He is quoted 
in the 1947 hearings of the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee as saying: 

“A man in the employ of

This gives you a picture of 
why the Communists, the fellow

Appeals for Vindication. 

Therefore, if the American 
‘people agree with Truman that 
what he calls McCarthyism is 
bad, that it is wrong to dig out 
and expose traitors, they have 
a chance to get rid of me as 
chairman of the investigating 


committee next fall by defeating 
any Republican up for election. 

If the American people, on 
the other hand, believe in the 
necessity of digging out and get- 
ting rid of the type of people 
who have been before our com- 
mittee—for example, those who 
refuse to say whether they 
would sabotage our defense 
plants if ordered to do so by the 
Communist party on the ground 
that the truth might send them 
to jail—if they believe, as I do, 
that treason, dishonesty and 
stupidity, should be exposed 
wherever and whenever found, 
then their answer is to keep the 
Republicans in power so we cam 
continue to clean out the Augean 
stables. 

But now let us take a look at 
the Republican party. Now that 
we are in office, if we are to 
kéep faith with the American 
people, we must keep our own 
house clean. During last year's 
campaign and during the 1950 
campaign, I perhaps spent as 
much time as any other man 
talking to the people of this 
nation, urging them to defeat 
certain Senators who were un- 
true to their country—not be- 
cause they were evil men, but 
because of the mistaken dea 
which they developed in the 
Washington atmosphere of smog 
that their first loyalty was to 
keep their party in power and 
then if there was any loyalty 
left over, they could give that 
to their country. 

Over the past few months, I 
have been becoming somewhat 
disturbed that my party might 
also fall victim to the same evil 
which beset the Democrat 
party, and did so much toward 
destroying this nation. I realize 
full well that what I am about

The Republican 
theory must be that a detailed 
accounting is an absolute, irre- 
vocable right of the American 
people. 

Before looking.at some of the 
cases in which our batting aver- 
age is zero, let me make it clear 
that I think the new Adminis-:

Prisoner of War Issue. 

Now let us examine the fail- 
ure of my party to liquidate the 
foulest bankruptcy of the Demo- 
crat Administration.

12, 1953, the Chinese Commu- 
nists announced that they would 
not treat as prisoners of war 
American flyers who were shot 
down during the Korean war 
over Manchuria. On Sept. 10, 
1953, the Army announced that 
some 900 American young men 
known to have been prisoners 
of the Communists in Korea 
were unaccounted for. 

Why do I bring this’ situation 
up tonight? We, the Republican 
party, are not responsible for it. 
But we are responsible for the 
proper handling of the situation 
as of tonight. It is a responsi- 
bility we cannot shirk even 
though we did not create the sit- 
uation. Now, what are we going 
to do about it? Are we going to 
continue to send perfumed notes, 
following the style of the Tru- 
man-Acheson regime? Or are we 
going to take the only position 
that an honorable nation can 
take — namely, that evéry uni- 
formed American packs the hon- 
or and pride and power of this 
entire nation on his shoulders. 

The millions of people in my 
radio and television audience to- 
night will recall that even in 
grade school your hearts beat a 
bit faster and you felt a great 
surge of pride when you heard 
in song that this was the land 
of the free and the home of the 
brave. But, my good friends, let 
me ask you, how free are we 
when American aviators fighting 
under the American flag are, at 
this very moment, on Novy, 24, 
1953, being brainwashed, starved, 
or murdered behind an iron or 
bamboo curtain. How brave are 
we—how brave are we when we 
do not use all the power of this 
nation to rescue those airmen 
and the 900 other military men 
who have been unaccounted for 
for months? I realize, of course, 
the low ebb to which our honor 
has sunk over the past 20 years. 
But it is time that we, the Re- 
publican party, liquidate this 
blood-stained blunder of the 
Acheson-Truman regime.

Let us de- 
liver—not next year or next 
month—let us deliver now. 


“Must Regain Honor.” 

But how are we going to do 
it? Once a nation has allowed 
itself to be reduced to a state 
of whining, whimpering appease- 
ment, the cost of regaining na- 
tional honor may be high.

Wheeler Held Several U.S. Posts, 
Now Is In Czechoslovakia. . 


PORTLAND, Ore., Nav. 25 
(AP)—George Shaw Wheeler, 
called a “Communist agent” by 
Senator McCarthy in his speech 
last night, was born May 22, 
1905, at Tacoma, Wash., and was 
graduated from Portland’s Reed 
College in 1929. He also studied 
at the University of Chicago. . 

From 1938 to 1942, he held 
Government posts in this coun- 
try and in 1945 went to Ger- 
many, with his wife and three 
children, to work for the United 
States military government. He 
was dismissed in 1947 and taught 
economics at a school in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, until 1950, when 
he asked that government for 
asylum for himself and his 


family. 
A brother, Donald Nevin 


and stating that he was going to 
stand ‘proudly with the Soviet 
regime.’ Wheeler then dis- 
appeared behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. . 

“As early as 1944 the Civil 
Service Commission loyalty 
board had found Wheeler unfit 
for Government service because 
of his membership in the Com- 
munist party.

“Darkness at 
this time of year rapidly follows 
sunset and thousands of cripples 
will be left to hide and die—a 
waste of waterfowl that we cer- 
tainly can not afford.” 

Ducks Given Sporting Chance. 

Last year, according to con- | 
servative estimates, 50,000 mal- | 
lards were seen on the Sellmeyer 
plantation. And then, as well as 
now, no shooting was permitte 
in the cultivated erops. All the 
shooting was confined to the 
180 acres of pin oak flats and 
this was “jump shooting.” 

Hip boots or waders are used 
to cruise the flats and, when the 
birds are flushed from the water, 
the nimrod has a_ sporting 
chance of scoring, but the wary 
birds also have a_ sporting 
chance of escaping. It entirely 
eliminates the “shooting fish ina 
cistern” method so commonly 
found in many af the rice areas 
of the south. When the ducks 
are gorging in the rice fields 
they often lose all sense of fear 
and swim unsuspectingly to the 
blind constructed of rice shocks 
and become easy victims of the 
gunners. 

Few farmers would sacrifice 60 
acres of high-yield corn for the 
sole purpose of attracting water- 
fowl. Still fewer would go to 
the expense of pumping water, 
day in and day out, in order to 
provide resting and feeding areas 
for the migrants. But the Sell- 
meyer brothers are conservation- 
minded and also enjoy waterfowl 
hunting. They like nothing bet- 
ter than to have their friends 
share the day’s shoot with them. 

In reality, the plantation is 
more of a sanctuary and refuge 
than it is a shooting ground. The 
feeding and resting areas are 
left undisturbed and, out of the 
thousands of waterfowl that stop 
over, only a small percentage is 
brought to bag. If other large

Decisions Then Will Decide Whether’ 
Party Will Unite Behind Eisenhower

WASHINGTON. 
Administration—nothing less—is 


at stake at the conference of Republican legislative leaders 
the President has called for Dec. 17 to 19. 


T HE fate of the Eisenhower 


It will convene little more 


than a week after the Bermuda 


conference. If one had to rank the two in importance, the Wash- 
ington conference is far more vital to the President's future. 


The decisions at the Dec. 17- 
19 White House meetings will 
determine whether the Republi- 
can party is going to unite ef- 
fectively behind Eisenhower's 
leadership. 

They will dete:..sine whether 
the 1954 Republican Congress is 
going to enable its Republican 
President to fulfill hfs campaign 
and platform pledges or whether 
another year is to be dissipated 
in intra-party wrangling. 

Loss of Congress. 

They will determine whether 
the newly-elected Republican 
Administration is going to put 
itself into a position where it 
will almost inevitably lose one 
or both houses of Congress next 
fall or it will have the best pos- 
sible chances of winning. 

It is clear that President Eis- 
enhower is acting none too soon. 


It is, of course, important how 
the next session of Congress 
ends; but how it ends will large- 
ly be conditioned by how it be- 
gins. The President is acting 
now to-try to make sure that in 
January Congress will begin 
right. 

To the President this means 
a nearly complete program at 
the beginning so that Congress 
can see what is ahead at the 
very outset. 

Obviously the President does 
not expect to get everything he 
asks without some compromise, 
but he does expect his party to 
honor the platform and his own 
principal campaign commit- 
ments. 


Purpose of Meeting. 

The purpose of the meeting is 
to see if such an agreement can 
be attained—not only on what 
should be enacted but how a 
fast-moving legislative time 
table can be set up to make it 
possible. 

This seems to be a utopian 
hope. But the President will 
be able to get a partial agree- 
ment and then measure the 
range and depth of opposition 


within his own party to seg-)| be 


ments of the “progressive pro- 


gram” which he aims to set out 
in his State of the Union mes- 
sage. 

Because a great deal of legis- 
lation was postponed during the 
last session of Congress, Eisen- 
hower’s legislative program will 
be large and firm and fully 
packed, Some idea of what Con- 
gress will be up against can 
be gained from taking a look 
at its major subjects: ; 

(1) Some tax reduction and tax 
revision; (2) continued high mil- 
itary be gy, and foreign aid; 
(3) Taft-Hartley amendments; 
(4) slum clearance, low-cost hous- 
ing and extension of social se- 
curity, mentioned specifically by 
the President last week; (5) farm 
program; (6) foreign trade pol 
icy with accent on lower tar- 
iffs; (7) statehood for Hawaii, 
possibly Alaska; (8) the St. Law- 
rence Seaway. 

Controversial Items. 

Many of these items are more 
controversial among Republican 
members than among many 
Democrats. It will take a great 
deal of persuasion by President 
Eisenhower to get everybody in 
accord—or even near it. ; 

It will take more than intel- 
lectual argument. It will take 
a sober recognition by the Re- 
publican leaders that the sur- 
vival of the party in office rests 
upon its whole-hearted support 
of the President. It will take 
a willingness on the part of 
Eisenhower to expend some of 
his great popularity in mobiliz- 
ing public opinion behind spe- 
cific and even controversial 
measures, and to kindle a few 
fires of public opinion behind 
wavering members of Congress. 

Most Republican politicians 
will not overlook that Eisen- 
hower carried 70 congressional 
, districts in which the voters re- 
fused to elect Republican Con- 
gressmen. The voters put the 
Republican Congress on trial. A

can greatly strengthen the party 
in next year’s election.

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A Just Decision 

Air Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott used 
genuine discrimination when he ruled that First 
Lt. Mile J. Radulovich should not be discharged 
from the service because three colonels found 
“reasonable doubt” that the young officer was 

“a good security risk.” : 


Secretary Talbott said it was his duty to pro- 
tect the United States, but he added: “I am also 
keenly aware of my responsibility to protect 
the individual rights and privileges of each man 
and woman in the United States Air Force.” 
After all, the freedom of the United States, 
which all of us are determined to protect, is 
no more than the sum total of individual free- 


‘doms of each and every loyal citizen of the 


United States. 


This does not eliminate the exercise of pru- 
dence in the selection and retention of Govern- 
ment employes, especially in the armed serv- 
ices, the Atomic Energy Commission and other 
areas open to sabotage and espionage. It does 
not excuse laxness. Neither does it excuse a mis- 
guided and inadequately founded zeal. 

The reasons for doubting Lt. Radulovich were 
never very strong. His father had subscribed 
to a pro-Communist newspaper and a sister — 
whom Radulovich sees about once a year—had 
contributed to pro-Communist causes. These 
circumstances could occur in many a family. 
The test of a man’s loyalty, however, is not to 
be fourid in his family’s indiscretions, ‘but in 
his own actions. 

Lt. Radulovich was given a chance to resign 
quietly, but he elected to fight such a back- 
handed dismissal. This in itself provides an in- 
sight into his character. And there is the further 
consideration that while a man who resigns 
under such a cloud has not been found legally 
guilty of any offense, he nevertheless has a blot 
on his record. This could handicap him in al- 
most any career. More importantly, hee feels— 
and rightly so—that he has been punished, no 
matter how negatively. He has been found unfit 
to serve his country. 

No doubt, Secretary Talbott had these con- 
siderations in mind when reversing-the Radu- 
lovich dismissal. He understood that such de- 
cisions may involve some risk to security. He 
understood that they also involve justice. In 
putting justice first, we are sure, Secretary Tal- 
bott strengthened the loyalty of Lt. Radulovich 
and many, many other Americans. He demon- 
strated what gives meaning to this loyalty.

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A Worthwhile Experiment 

Expansion of Public Service Co.’s “park-ride” 
service to off-peak periods is a logical and busi- 
nesslike experiment. Not only will it offer Christ- 
mas shoppers an opportunity‘to make use of this 
first attempt at perimeter parking; it also will 
measure the “demand at all hours for this type 
of service. 

The company reports that the expansion to 
benefit shoppers is in response to many re- 
quests, and this may be a good sign. Experience 
with the rush-hour “park-ride” has been most 
encouraging. In the first seven days of opera- 
tion, patronage almost doubled. Commuters are 
discovering that it is cheap and convenient to 
park their automobiles free in Forest Park and 
take the “‘park-ride” bus from there. Some have 
found they can make better time on the bus 
than they could when they drove all the way. 

But even with the increased use of the rush- 
hour service, there is still plenty of parking 
space in the Forest Park lots—they can accom- 
modate some 600 automobiles—so the off-peak 
service is both possible and justified. If the 
shoppers patronize it in sufficient numbers it 
could become permanent. 
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Rhee’s Switch on Elections 

Syngman Rhee's announcement that he would 
assent to an all-Korea presidential election ap- 
parently removes one potential obstacle to an 
ultimate Korean settlement. 

While. the negotiations drag on at Panmun- 
jom, no firm assurance has yet been given that 
the Communists actually want a settlement in 
Korea. But Rhee's position up till now has held 
out the possibility that if the Communists ever 
did get down to business, a political settlement 
would be difficult if not out of the question be- 
cause of Rhee's attitude. 

Rhee has consistently opposed holding all- 
Korea elections. His idea was that the unification 
of Korea could be achieved simply by the South 
absorbing the North—not a very promising solu- 


tion for a bitter fratricidal war. Now Rhee says ° 


he would not stand in the way of a national pres- 
idential election, and he even indicates he might 
be willing to acquiesce in an election that went 
against him. Cynics may say Rhee offers this 


gesture only because he feels sure the occa-. 


sion for making good on it will never arise. 
‘ 


Nevertheless, American representatives place 
great importance in it. Heretofore they have 
always been conscious of the difficulties which 
Rhee could put in the way of a settlement by 
obstructing any practicable plan for unification. 
Now they can deal with the Communists a little 
more confidently in the hope that, if the day 
of meaningful negotiation ever comes, some po- 
litical solution can be worked out. — 
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Where Did It Go? 

The Greenlease kidnaping occurred on Sept.

Mike Fink may have been a keel- 
boatman on the O-hi-o a hundred years 
ago, but we can never know. 

Big John Henry was either the Black 
River Giant—a roustabout—who lived 
only in legend or a real champion “steel 
driver” on the C.&O. whose “10-pound 
maul” helped put through the Big 
Bend Tunnel in the. early 1870s. 

But “Cayce” (Casey) Jones was & 
real engineer. He did drive the Illi- 
nois Central's Cannon Ball Express 
from Memphis, Tenn., to Canton, Miss. 
(“A car roller, and in my estimation 
the prince of them all,” said one of 
his conductors.) He did mount “to the 
cabin with his orders in his hand,” and 
then, when “Old number four stared 


us right in the face,” shout to his fire- 


man, “Boy, you'd better Jump.” before 
taking “his farewell trip to the prom- 
ised land” with one hand on the 
throttle and the other on the whistle 
cord.

Funny With Ideas

Paradoxically, Homer Croy, in writing 

the story of his friend and fellow- 

humorist, prodyces a serious piece of 
writing as he follows the usual bio- 
graphical pattern in tracing the life of 

Will. Rogers. From, 

Territory, through a somewhat, shiftless 

and mediocre youth on down through 

his travels in Europe and the Antipodes 
with a Wild West show; his indifferent 
success with horse and lariat on the 
vaudeville circyits in this country it 
leads on through the events which made 
him top star in Zlegfeld’s Follies. Here 
the semblance to the ordinary biography 
ends, however, and while Mr. Croy is 

completely honest 
in.his interpretation 
of facts, this is 

much more than a 

factual recording of 

events in Will Rog- 
ers’s life. 

It is above all a 
careful psychogra- 
phy of the enter- 
tainer, together 
with a keen analy- 
sis of his individu- 
ality. His peculiar- 
ities, idiosyncrasies, 
weaknesses and foi- 
bles are treated ad- 
equately by Croy 
but not unduly stressed and the myths 
and legends are dissipated as he brings 
us a well-rounded picture of the color- 
ful character. 

What made Will Rogers great? Hom- 
er Croy supplies the answer when he 
says “He was funny only with ideas.” 
Will Rogers didn’t have to put on a 
funny hat, wear baggy pants or tell a 
vulgar story to make people laugh. He 
could take the truth, as he saw it in the 
work-a-day world around him, exagger- 
ate it and make it funny, Of course, in 
reading some of these quips now we 
come to the realization that much of it 
is dated and what might have seemed 
devastatingly funny when Rogers used 
it, falls a bit flat today. 

To a younger generation, jokes about 
Coolidge and Hoover and prohibition 
don’t seem very funny and this, too, we 
can understand. Yet, at the height of 
his fame, his homespun philosophy, giv- 
en with the famous drawl, shy grin and

the hesitancy before the epoken word, 


made the rope-twirling Rogers glow 
with a degree of intensity which {llumi- 
nated the entertainment skies in the ’20s 
and ‘30s. Will Rogers belonged to a 
particular time and place and kis un- 
timely death at the peak of his career 
perhaps assured him of a kind of im- 
mortality. : 

With all his debunking, Mr. Croy in 
this fine biography, writes with respect 
and admiration for the great man and 
one senses that he is still a bit awed 
and a bit flattered that the famous 
Will once called him “friend.”

A FREE SOCIETY, by Mark M. Heald, (Philo- 
sophical Library, $4.75.) 

Mr. Heald subtitles his study “an 
evaluation of contemporary democracy,” 
which places him with a long line of 
earlier students.. His position seems to 
be a middle-of-the-road one: put differ- 
ently, he ig an enthusiast rather than an

“Only the overwhelming use of un- 
mitigated physical force can crush the 
spirit of democracy,” Mr. Heald. says 
(and Czechoslovakia is proof of that). In 
one of his chapters he sets out parallel 
tables that make it easy to see at a 
glance what are the vital differences 
between Socialism and democracy. He 
feels that the real menace to democracy 
lies not so much in external threats as 
in internal dangers to which we may 
be driven by our exaggerated fears. Mr. 
Heald writes a rather academic prose, 
which makes heavy going at times, but

HE BERMUDA CONFERENCE has been for many months a 
kind of mirage in the increasingly arid wasteland in which 


the Western powers find themselves. 


The bright hope with 


which it once glowed has faded to a faint gleam. 


The mood in which the con- 
ference originated has likewise 
receded into the distant past. 
Actually, it was only seven 
months ago that ' 
Sir Winston 
Churchill took 
the initiative to 
try to bring 
about a top- 
level confer- 
ence with the 
new govern- 
ment of Soviet 
Russia, Church- 
ill was confi- 
dent that such 
a conference 
would lead to 
‘an easing of tensions throughout 
the world. He hoped that he 
could show the way to peace as 
the crowning act of his career. 


Causes of Delay. 


President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles were skeptical from the 
beginning. They believed that 
the Russians had far more to 
Sain from such a meeting than 
the West. It would, as Dulles 
viewed it, confirm the new rul- 
ers in power at a time when 
there was at least a hope of con- 
tinuing conflict and disorder

Then a series of misfortunes 
occurred. France was without 
a government for nearly a month 
until finally Premier Joseph 
Laniel agreed to becéme. head 
of a weak coalition cabinet. 
Churchill was stricken with an 
illness taking him out of action 
through most of the summer. 


All Point Lost? 


But the decisive event which 
reduced the possibility of a Big 
Four conference almost to zero 
was the uprising in East Ger- 
many in mid-June. That great 
upheaval came apparently with 
as much of a surprise to the 
Russians as it did to the West. 
It was a sign for Moscow of how 
deep the disaffection went. 


With the vast majority of East 
Germans hostile to the Commu- 
nist regime, Russia obviously 
could not enter any conference 
at which it might be proposed 
that both East and West agree 
to remove their troops from Ger- 
many. Everything that has come 
out of Moscow since then con- 


firms the Soviet determination 
te avoid a showdown. 

So it might be said that the 
Bermuda conference has lost 
all point. Churchill has him- 
self abandoned the hope of any 
fruitful meeting with the Rus- 
sians. Not long ago he acknowl- 
edged with deep melancholy that 


fithe tensions of the cold war 
#i would in all probability persist 


long ‘after he had left the world 
stage. 

But the fact is that for rea- 
sons quite apart from the imme- 
diate relationship between Rus- 
sia and the West the need for 
a meeting between the heads of 
state of France, Britain and the 
United States is at least as great 
as it was last spring. 

On major policy issues the 
three powers have been drifting 
apart. They have failed to face 
up to the seriousness of this drift. 


Wilson Was No Help. 


The French parliament has 
not yet ratified the European 
Defense Community. One rea- 
son is that the United States 
and Britain have not spelled out 
the kind of reassurances which 
the French feel they must have 
with respect to the commitment 
of British and American forces 
on the continent of Europe. 

It did not help, of course, 
'when Secretary of Defense 
| Charles E. Wilson suggested re- 
| cently that those forces would 
back. 

The future of the Indochinese 
war will be another subject on 
which some honest fact-facing 
is essential. The growing mood 
in France is to find a way out 
of that war by negotiation and 
if not by negotiation, then. sim- 
ply by pulling out. 

Similarly Korea calls for dis- 
cussion that does not simply ig- 
nore the viewpoint of the other 
Western powers. The increas- 
ing tendency is for the United 
States to pull away from the 
United Nations in the postwar 
phase of Korean rehabilitation. 


Trade Disagreements. 


The fear in Britain is that 
America will be locked in an 
ever closer embrace with Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee in a “go it 
alone” policy that can end in a 
renewal of the war. 

All these are touchy subjects 
as is likewise the matter of 
Communist China and the diver- 
gent views in London and in 
Washington over whether to 
sanction an increase in trade 
with the Chinese mainland. 
They cannot be resolved once 
and for all at Bermuda. No one 
would expect that to happen. 
But some progress toward 
greater understanding if not ac- 
tual agreement is imperative. 
If it does hot come out of Ber- 
muda, then the Western alliance 
will be further weakened before 
the world. 


AGNES DE MILLE 
DANCE THEATER HERE 


Program Chock-Full of Ex- 
cellent Work, Is Top-Heavy 
With Coltish Fun.

St. Louis Gence lovers were 
treated to the season's first 
major attraction last night as the 
touring Agnes de Mille Dance 
Theater performed at the Opera 
House under the auspices of the 
Civic Music League. The pro- 


gram, unfortunately or not, was 
topheavy with gaiety and coltish 
fun. Some of the company’s 
serious works are contained in 
a second program which, it is 
regrettable, was not scheduled 
here. 

But last evening’s show was 
chock-full of excellent dancing, 
both in solo and ensemblewise, 
and that is the thing that 
counts. Even though it was en- 
tirely theater dancing of' the 
brand which has made Miss De 
Mille so famous, it helped re- 
move some of the sting from the 
realization that the Sadler’s 
Wells Ballet, which would sat- 
isfy unbending disciples of 
classical ballet, isn’t hitting St. 
Louis on its current visit from 
England. 

The program opened with 
“Ballad,” a 27-minute extension 
of the familiar De Mille dances 
from the musical “Brigadoon.” 
The adaptation is different in 
story plot from the original 
show, but captures perhaps even 
more Scotch flavor than the 
musical’s dances and is per- 
formed to the same music of 
Frederick Loewe. 


Principals were three of the 
troupe’s dancers who have ap- 
peared with Municipal Opera, 

‘dija Franklin, as the _ girl, 
zames Mitchell, her suitor, and 
James Jamieson, the rival. Each 
gave an exciting performance, 
injecting high dramatic content 
into contrasting moods. The 
fight scene wags exceptionally 
avealistic and the grief after the 
itor ig stabbed by the rival 
vas vividly deep and bitter. 

Baritone Rufus Smith sang 
“Come to Me, Bend to Me” from 
the orchestra pit. His presence 
was much more effective in the 
following “Gold Rush,” in which 
he sang on stage. This dance 
Was an extension of another set 
of De Mille dances for a musi- 
cal, this ere “Paint Your Wag- 
on.” 

Here again, the ballet did not 
adhere to tse story of the show, 
but retained the rough-and- 
Teady spirit of the Gold Rush 
Days. This was the Americana 
which Miss De Mille captures so 
well in dance. 

Gemze de. Lappe, as the dance 
hall girl, wis a performer beau- 
tiful to behold. Her footwork 


was. perfection, her facial ex- 
pressions and gestures those of 
a real actress. Miss De Lappe 
‘displayed her versatile talents 
further in a later number, 
“Short Lecture and Demonstra- 
tion on the Evolution of Rag- 
time.” In this, she, with spit- 
curls, and her partner, Danny 
Daniels, danced the quadrille, 
two-step and other early jazz 
dance steps in expressionless, 
stiff-backed manner remindful 
of silent-movie days. Mitchell 
was a hit as the lecturer who 
didn’t drop his voice at the end 
of sentences. It was hilarious. 


Daniels did sensational tap 
dancing in his solo “Rondo in 
Silence.” Miss Franklin and 
Robert Calder gave the program 
a touch of grace and delicacy 
with the waltz from “Bloomer 
Girl” and Evelyn Taylor and Cas- 
imir Kokic were mighty cute in 
“The Parvenues,” with Wald- 
tenfel-Strauss music. The fin- 
ale was “Hell on Wheels,” more 
muscle-flexing Americana based 
on some of the rousing songs of 
early railroading. 

Accompaniment was by the 
company’s 13-piece orchestra, 
augmented by § several local 
string players, conducted by 
Francois Jaroschy. 

Miss DeMille watched the 
show from the wings and a seat 
in the audience. She came here 
yesterday to spend the next 
three days directing rehearsals 
here during a holiday stopover. 
When she’s doing work like this 
she sips incessantly of hot tea 
or coffee.

NEW EMPRESS PLAY 
HAS DEFNTE MERI 


Excellent Character De- 
velopment in ‘Dead Pigeon’ 
' Acting First Rate.

The Empress Playhouse last 
night offered an innovation, for 
the Olive street theater, the 
first performahce of a new play, 
“Dead Pigeon,” by Lenard Kan- 
tor, a playwright so far unknown 
to fame. The play, a three- 
character drama about a detec- 
tive-sergeant assigned to guard 
a slain racketeer’s moll in a 
seaside hotel room for 24 hours 


until she makes up her mind|. § 


whether to testify for the dis- 
trict attorney, is scheduled for 
a Broadway opening Dec. 23. 


This was not a case, however, 
of trying out a dubious product 
on the dog. “Dead Pigeon” has 
definite merit. It has been 
tightly written. The dialogue is 
pithy and colloquial. The char- 
acter development is excellent. 
The performance of all three 
principals, Lloyd Bridges, Joan 
Lorring and James Gregory, was 
first rate. Producer-Director 
Harald Bromley had brought his 
people to life and made them 
quite believable on the neces- 
sarily limited canvas that he 
had to work with. 


Not that the play couldn’t be 
improved. It could be. In the 
first act, where the situation is 
unfolded, we have a money-hun- 
gry, cynical detective-lieutenant 
giving the assignment to his 
subordinate along with advice 
how to get into the bucks, and 
the bored detective being stuck 
with a screball dame on leave 
from prison who promises to 
talk his head off. We knew the 
lieutenant has a sadistic streak 
from his drooling over the 
Mickey Spillane type of litera- 
ture, that he is proud of his 
costly neckties, that the dame 
rattles on over her day of free- 
dom like a freight train on a 
broken-down failroad spur. 
There is a wealth of character 
drawing, some mild humor, lots 
of cigarette smoking, shifting 
about from bed to chair to win- 
dow, rattling of newspapers— 
and practically no action. 

The second act has the detec- 
tive and the woman, under the 
influence of a bottle of Scotch, 
melting and falling in love. 
State thus baldly, it sounds 
more like a case for the vice 
squad than a grand session. But 
so wonderfully well does Miss 
Lorring manage the woman. 
Sherry Parker, that we found 
ourselves believing in her. 

That there could be a naivete, 
a glow for life, and a feeling 
of essential good-will in a 
gangster’s woman who had been 
sent to prison for killing a pe- 
destrian with her automobile 
while drunk, might reasonably 
be hard to swallow. Miss Lor- 
ring manages it with wonderful 
deftness. Her character is 
forthright simple, though not 
quite simple-minded, genuinely 
distressed by what she has done, 
spunky, and somewhat pathetic. 
A sort of a deeper versicn of 
the blonde mistress of “Dorn 
Yesterday.” The climax of this 
act is sexy to the point of em- 
barrassment. But, unlike the 
play, “Picnic,” this does not, to 
me, bear the obvious stamp of 
box-office hokum. Its sincer- 
ity, its logic. as a development 
of the situation, and the natur- 
alism of the playing save it as 
a strong climax. 

The third act to me failed 
only in the melodramatic up- 
surge in the last five minutes. 
Whether violent action was the 
best dramatic resolvent for the 
problem in which the trio of 
characters found themselves, I 
doubt. It had an air of phoni- 
ness, an urgent impulse to wrap 
it up in a neat, pat package. 
But if it had to be melodrama, 
I think the aura of menace 
hanging over the life of the girl 
should have been more empha- 
sized throughout, the danger 
and excitement of those last 
minutes definitely sharpened. 
And we could have more clari- 
fication of the morals of the 
detective-sergeant who allows 
$500 in shakedown money to be 
stuffed into his pocket by the 
lieutenant without too much 
protest in one act, then starts

This is the public education 
that has gone hand-in-hand with 
this progress. That education, 
of itself, has been promoted by 
associations of citizens, such as 
the American Public Power 
Association, organized to extend 
and protect these gains. 

How well this education has 
“taken” is reflected in the watch 
kept on the two types of com- 
missions explored here, as ex- 
hibited in Mr. Radin’s analysis 
which goes to all members of 
his organization.

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Metzger told the subcommit- 
tee: 

“There is no assurance that 
we can build the aircraft that 
are necessary to us” even if cur- 
rent productions plans for ti- 
tanium are met. He said a 


second-best air force “is no air 
‘force at all.” 


Lighter Than Steel. 

Titanium is a tough, light 
metal which can replace stain- 
less steel in aircraft engines, 
but is 40 per cent lighter. It is 
called essential to supersonic, 
high-altitude war planes. 

Metzger drew this picture for 
the subcommittee, and called it 
a “dismal” one: 

The Defense Department set 
an annual production goal of 
35,000 tons of the heat-resistant 
metal by 1956. The Office of 
Defense Mobilization cut that to 
22,000 tons. Present production 
is 2000 tons. 

The subcommittee got substan- 
tial support for Metzger’s testi- 
mony from other witnesses, in- 
cluding Roy T. Hurley, board 
chairman of the Wright Aero- 
nautical Division of Curtis- 
Wright Aircraft. 

If war came, he said, his com- 
pany alone would need 72,000 
tons of titanium to build war- 
planes capable of competing with 
enemy aircraft. He said a maxi- 
mum use of the metal in aircraft 
engines would save from 400 to 
4000 pounds per engine, depend- 
ing on size. For every pound 
saved in the engine, he said, an- 
other 10 pounds would be cut 
from total weight by allowing a 
reduction in the over-all size of 
the wings, tail and other sec- 
tions. 

Something ‘To Get Onto.’ 

Hurley said: “It is something 
we'd better get on to and quick.” 

Leo M. Harvey, president of 
the Harvey Machine Co. of Tor- 
rance, Calif., said the aircraft 
industry “has arrived at the point 
where the inadequacy of present 
structural materials is a critical 
factor, limiting the performance 
of our fastest jet aircraft now in 
protoytpe and awaiting the pro- 
duction line.” 

He continued: “Planes of to- 
morrow require materials that 
will withstand temperatures up 
to 700 degrees Fahrenheit in air 
frames and consistently higher in 
engines.” He said it was “es- 
sential” for this country to ex- 
pand the present’ titanium pro- 
duction goal far beyond present 
plans. 


C-47 WITH ESSAY WINNERS 
GRASH-LANDS, 3 AIRMEN HURT 


CAMP A. P. HILL, ’Va., Nov. 
25 (AP) — Ten passengers, in- 
cluding three teen-aged winners 
of an Air Force essay contest, 
escaped injury today when an 
Air Force C-47 crashed in an 
emergency landing here. 

Officials at the Army base 
here said that the three-man 
crew of the plane suffered in- 
juries. The plane developed en- 
gine trouble, officials said, and 
attempted a landing on an un- 
paved runway here. The plane 
rolled off the end of the landing 
strip into.a clump of trees. Both 
wings were torn off and the nose 
was crushed. 

The three teen-aged passen- 
gers were returning from a visit 
to Air Force headquarters at the 
Pentagon in Washington, D.C. 
Officials said the plane, from 
Bolling Air Force base appar- 
ently was heading for Montgom- 
ery, Ala. 


GREECE HAS 400 WARPLANES 
THROUGH U.S. ASSISTANCE 


ATHENS, Nov. 25 (AP)—De- 
fense Minister Panayotis Canel- 
lopoulos told Parliament last 
night that through American 
assistance Greece now has an 
air force of 400 planes includ- 
ing 150 jets.

CO-ORDINATED STUDY 
OF VIRUSES URGED

Speaker Says Findings in| 


Various Fields Need to 
Be Brought Together. 


Community-wide studies of 
virus diseases are needed to 
bring together the findings of 
specialists in various medical 
fields, Dr. Robert J. Huebner, 
chief of the virus section of the 
National Microbiologic Institute, 
Bethesda, Md., said here last 
night. 

He addressed a meeting of the 
St. Louis Academy of General 
Practice at the St. Louis Medi- 
cal Society auditorium, 3839 
Lindell boulevard. 

New techniques developed by 
virologists, who study the dis- 
ease-producing bodies in the 
laboratory, have increased the 
number of known strains of 
viruses for wihch no correspond- 
ing disease cam be recognized, 
he said. 

On the other hand, clinicians 
treating patients diagnose an 
ever-increasing number of cases 
of virus disease but are unable 
to tell what strain of virus is 
responsible, Dr. Huebner de- 
clared. 

Studies of virus incidence in 
‘entire communities could co-or- 
‘dinate the two approaches and 
utilize the findings of medical 
statisticians in addition, he said. 

Dr. Huebner, a graduate of St. 
Louis University Medieal School 
in 1942, described virus infec- 
tions as “one of the most preva- 
lent diagnoses made today—but 
we seldom know which virus 
causes a particular disease.”

RUSSIANS ALSO ELIMINATE

BERLIN, Nov. 25 (AP)—Ger- 
mans traveled through the So- 
viet zone between West Germany 
and West Berlin without special 
interzonal passes today for the 
first time since. 1945. 

Following the lead. of the 
Western Allies and the West 
German government, Soviet 
zone authorities stopped de- 
manding the passes last mid- 
night. 

West Germans visiting the 
east zone, however, must con- 
tinue to obtain advance permis- 
sion from lecal Communist au- 
thorities of the town to which 
they desire to go.

Explaining Death. 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


NTELLIGENT adults are aware of death and its in- 
Jevitabiiy, have their own philosophy and realize that 

death is as normal a process as life. But children are 
not able to reason to this degree and frequently look 
to adults for an explanation when death comes close to 
their family circle. How can a parent deal with the ques- 
tions children ask? Mr. Q. is facing the problem in an 
unusually difficult form. He presents it this way. 

“My wife has only a few months to live,” he writes. 
“She and I are facing this frankly, and her own courage 
and faith are unlimited, but we don’t know what to do 
about our two little girls, ages four and six. We talk this 
over and over without being able to decide how we should 
explain this to them, now or later, and we only seem to 
become more confused and perplexed. How do other par- 
ents handle this problem, Dr. Popenoe?” 


x * * 

WE’LL HAVE TO AGREE at the outset, Mr. Q., that 
the children really cannot understand it—now, or for some 
years to come. In fact, many grown-ups can’t. But men 
and women who have studied child guidance most care- 
fully have come more and more to believe that the child 
should share in all the deep emotional experiences of the 
family, such as life and death, to a greater extent than 
was considered desirable a generation ago. 

Psychologist Maria Nagey studied, 378 children in 
Europe to discover a child’s theories concerning death. 
She found that those from three to five tend to deny 
death as a regular and final process. From five to nine 
the child becomes a little more realistic but among those 
she studied, it was not until the age of about 10 that 
the child began to recognize death as something which 
every person, including himself, must eventually experience.

PARENTS WITH STRONG religious convictions will 
often feel that they know how to meet the child’s questions; 
but Prof. Lewis J. Sherrill of Union Theological Seminary 
warns them (in the International Journal of Religious Edu- 
cation) to be careful about using such statements as 
“God took her away.” He says the child may grow up 
think of God as an enemy who strikes down those he loves. 

It is equally unwise to liken death to sleep, in ex- 
plaining to a child. He may then fear to go to sleep. You 


_ should also avoid such statements as, “Mother ,yhas gone 


away to a beautiful country and is not coming back.” 

Many authorities feel that the safest plan, with small 
children, is to fall back on a simple explanation, leaving 
religious ideas until later. The child knows that toys get 
broken; that they wear out or are smashed so they won't 
work any longer. The human machine may wear out, or 
may be smashed or broken, as in an automobile accident. 

Perhaps you can build on this idea, which your chil- 
dren can grasp. Then let them accept the inevitable as 
naturally as possible. Don’t expect them to show adult 
grief and, above all, help them to feel security in you 
and others around them on whom they can depend.

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More Than Brains 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


FEW decades ago it was 
A customary to picture the 

primitive cave man pull- 
ing his wife by her hair back 
into the cave, as he carried a 
big club with which he had 
beaten her into unconscious- 
ness. 

This idea has been aban- 
doned, it may be thought, be- 
cause the practice of the Com- 
munists toward prisoners of 
war make the so-called primi- 
tive man look like a gentleman 
much to be envied, 

But the real reason why our 
former concepts of the primi- 
tive man have been abandoned 
is because science has become 
more scientific. 

Contemporary scientists with 
fewer prejudices and more 
knowledge of facts have com- 
pletely rejected Levy-Bruhl's 
theory about the incapacity of 
early man for logical thinking. 
Even Levy-Bruhl himself 
doubted his theory in his lat- 
ter days. 

Professor Fraft of Germany, 
in a stu on the *Mental 
Outlook of the Ice Age,” has 
investigated their tools that he 
estimates as 500,000 years old. 
He says that it is now ho 
longer possible to speak of 
“pre-human tools.” As far 
back as there were tools, fire 
and team work, there was also 
man; it is therefore impossible 
to use the term “pre-human” 
in this connection. An object is 
a tool or it is not a tool. If it 
is a tool, it shows a relation 
between cause and effect and - 
therefore is stamped with 
human 2 Ck 


IN ADDITION to tool-mak- 
ing as a mark of intelligence, 
there is also art. Art is the 
projection of the ideal through 
the real; only a human intelli- 
gence can have an ideal and 
make the projection of it in 
reality. 

The very earliest record we 
have of man is that he was an 
artist. As Chesterton has put it 
one never has to dig very deep 
to find a picture of man 
drawing a picture of a mon- 
key, but no one has ever dug 
deep enough to find a record 
of a monkey drawing a picture 
of, a man. 

Monkeys did not begin pic- 
tures and men finish them. 
Pithecanthropus did not draw 
a reindeer badly and Homo 
Sapiens draw him well. The 
higher animals do not draw 
better and better portraits; the 
dog did not paint better in 
his best period than is his 
early bad manner as a jackal; 
the wild horse was not an im- 


pressionist and the race horse | 


able emphasis placed on the 
size the human brain to 
prove that the so-called primi- 


tive man was non-intellectual. . 


But now it is established that 
there is no intrinsic relation 
between intellectuality and 
the size of brains. 

Anatole France showed con- 
siderable intellectual acumen 
with a brain capacity of about 
only 1100 c.c. which is only 
the size of the brain of the 
Peking Man. Lord Byron had 
a brain capacity twice the size 
of Anatole France, but it does 
not follow that Byron was 
twice as smart. 

What makes intelligence is 
not the size of the brains but 
the ability to see the relations 
between things, and this is 
something beyond the power 
of brains.

ANOTHER IDEA which has 
been abandoned is that reli- 
gion was relatively late, and 
Aretic reindeer races such as 
the Samoyedes and the Kor- 
yaks used to put up the skulls 
of the animals they killed as 
a thanksgiving offering to the 
Supreme ‘ 

No one can escape this con- 
clusion: In the exact relation 
that man has identified him- 
self with a beast, he has more 
and more acted like a beast. 
Two world wars in 21 years 
and the prospect of a third are 
the practical consequence of 
man belittling himself. Now 
that science is beginning ta 
see that there is no evidence 
for the human mind to be 
found on the pre-human level, 
it is to be hoped that philoso- 
phers will catch up with the 
idea and restore true dignity 
to man. Life is superior to 
matter, consciousness is su- 
perior to life, and the ability 
to know causes is superior to 
sense knowledge. The line of 
advance toward peace is not 
by contacting the beast from 
which our body might possibly 
have come, but by contacting 
God from Whom our soul has 
certainly come.
